WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Em- 
phasizing that no decision had yet 
been reached on the transfer of 
nine United States Lines ships to 
Panamanian registry, President 
Roosevelt told his press conference 
today that he was approaching the 
problem from the human as well as 
the property angle. 

Immediately after the conference, 
he conferred with leaders of long- 
shoremen’s unions on a recom- 
mendation he will make to the 
next session of Congress to au- 
thorize Social Security benefits to 
the officers and crews who have 
been thrown out of jobs by the re- 
vised Neutrality Act. 

Transfer of registry or outright 
sale of the American ships, the 
President declared, would be per- 
fectly legal. This, however, would 
not solve the problem of the of- 
ficers and sailors who have been 
“beached” by the law. From the 
human point of view, he added, 
something should be done for these 
men. 

In other words, he continued, a 
problem hag been created by statute 
and between 25 and 35 American 
flag ships which have been going 
to belligerent ports are now tied up 
or will be when they have com- 
pleted their voyages. 

Three Tentative Plans. 

To relieve this situation, the Pres- 
ident had three tentative plans: 

1. At the next session, Congress 
could amend the Social Security 
law to permit the crews of these 
ships to have the same unemploy- 
ment and old-age benefits now giv- 
en to employes of industrial plants. 
This plan, however, would give no 
immediate relief to the men thrown 
out of work.

GERMANY'S SUBMARINE 
LOSSES PUT AT 33 SUNK, 
DAMAGED.

HIRTY - THREE German 
T submarines have been lost or 
damaged since the outbreak 
of hostilities, according to Ger- 
man Admiralty figures obtained 
by this correspondent. 

Of that number, 24 were lost 
beyond any doubt, three were 
seriously damaged but were able 
to reach their base, and six were 
overdue at their base about one 
week. 

On the basis of this informa- 
tion, the declaration of Winston 
Churchill, British First Lord of 
the Admiralty, before the 
House of Commons, that the 
Germans were constructing two 
submarines a week, leaves a 
fair margin in favor of British 
efficiency on the seas, 


so well fortified as the Belgian 
frontier against Germany. If the 
Germans were in Holland, Belgium,

The principal disadvantages for

cony. Old wood scenery is stored 
in bottom of south tower in front 
of building. Closets with ordinary 
windows are located in the two side 
exits from first story. One closet 
is used ag a photographic dark- 
room, A fire in this closet could 
discharge smoke into these exits. 
Two doors are at east side of first 
story. They swing inward but can 
be opened from inside of building. 
If doors are opened, persons could 
fall a full story to the ground. 
Condition of exits at east side of 
building make facilities of little 
value and perhaps would necessi- 
tate evacuating the ground floor 
through exits at the front and 
north sides. No secondary elec- 
trical supply is provided for exit 
lights in auditorium. The frame 
portable schools at rear of main 
building have only one means of 
exit. 

Hadley Vocational: The auto- 
matic sprinkler system is not only 
shut off and unused, but hand 
wheels of valves controlling water 
supplies have been removed so that 
water cannot be turned on even 
in an emergency. The automatic 
sprinkler system should be main- 
tained in operative condition at all 
times. Additional fire extinguish- 
ers should be provided. They 
should be in the immediate vicinity 
of oxy-acetylene cutting and weld- 
ing operations. Flammable liquids 
are stored in same basement room 
with combustible school supplies. 
No ventilation in room, Flammable 
liquids should be kept outside of 
building. A storeroom in basement 
is loaded with old furniture, lum- 
ber, etc, Some old rags were also 
found in this room. Nitrocellulose 
“dope” in airplane shop should be 
stored outside and brought in only 
when needed. Floor inside of spray 
booth should be protected by in- 
combustible material. Portable 
cords to electric motors need re- 
placement. — 

Cleveland High: Storeroom in 
second floor loaded with combusti- 
ble materials. Stage scenery and 
trestles stored on balcony in gym- 
nasium.

To Change U. 


Hull and Emory Land of Maritime Commis- 
sion Discussed Proposal and Effect on 
Neutrality of U. S. -

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Pre- 
sented herewith is chronological se- 
quence are the principal incidents 
attending an application of the 
United States Lines to the Mari- 
time Commission for authority to 
transfer nine vessels from Ameri- 
can to Panamanian registry. 

The story includes an account of 
a special conference held at the 
Maritime Commission from 7:30 to 
11 p. m. Monday, at which it was 
decided to defer final action, though 
the application had been approved 
in principle earlier in the day. It 
tells also, for the first time, of a 
meeting between Secretary of State 
Hull and Rear Admiral Emory 8. 
Land, chairman of the commission, 
on Tuesday morning, at which the 
secretary announced his change of 
attitude from benevolent detach- 
ment to vigorous opposition, 

On Tuesday, Oct. 31, the United 
States Lines made formal applica- 
tion for permission to transfer to 
the flag of Panama the following 
vessels: American Shipper, Anieri- 
can Banker, American Trader, 
American Traveler, American Farm- 
er, American Importer, American 
Merchant, President Harding and 
President Roosevelt. These were 
all cargo and passenger ships, ply- 
ing between New York and English, 
French and German ports. The 
conference report on the Neutrality 
Act was adopted by the Senate and 
House on Friday, Nov. 3, and was 
signed by President Roosevelt on 
Saturday, Nov. 4. 

Two days later, on Monday, Nov. 
6, news stories under a New York 
date line brought the episode into 
the light of day by stating that the 
United States Lines would soon ap- 
ply for permission to transfer some 
of its ships to Panamanian regis- 
try. 

Prior Commitments. 

On that morning, also, there ar- 
rived in Washington John Frank- 
lin, president of the United States 
Lines.

commission, who informed him that 
certain commitments would be 
requisite prior to granting the au- 
thority asked by his company. One 
was that, in case the United States 
became involved in war, the ships 
in question should be called back 
immediately to American registry. 
Another was that the United 
States Lines should agree to build 
or purchase various new vessals, in- 
cluding the America, largest liner 
ever constructed in this country; 
four combination passenger and 
cargo vessels, now building, and 
five C-1 type vessels, for which 
orders have recently been placed. 
At noon that day, during a press 
conference, Secretary Hull was 
asked by a reporter what the at- 
titude of the State Department 
would be in case the United States 
Lines applied for permission to 
shift some of its vessels under the 
flag of Panama. Hull replied, in 
general terms, that Congress, by 
statute, had vested in the Maritime 
Commission final decision as_ to 
such procedures, but that if an 
application should be filed and the 
commission asked the State De- 
partment to comment on its pos- 
sible bearings as to foreign policy, 
the department would be glad to 
contribute its best judgment. 


Application Week Old. 

On Monday afternoon the secre- 
tary received a telephone call from 
the Maritime Commission and 
learned for the first time, to his 
considerable surprise, that an ap- 
plication had not merely been 
actually made by the United States 
Lines, but had been in the commis- 
sion’s possession for nearly a week. 
He was asked whether the State 
Department had any comment to 
make on the proposed transaction. 
His answer was that responsibility 
had been placed by Congress in the 
hands of the commission, and that 
so far as he knew there appeared 
to be no question of-foreign policy 
involved. This conversation the 
secretary confirmed in a letter to 
the commission. He added that if 
the transfer were effected, the com- 
pany need not look to the State De- 
partment for protection. 

Ordinarily, the commission would 
have proceeded at once, as a mat- 
ter of routine, to grant its approval 
to the application. But the country 
was so startled by the revelation 
of what appeared a gigantic loop- 
hole in the Neutrality Act, only 48 
hours after it became law, that the 
body was flooded with inquiries 
and protests. 

In consequence, Admiral Land 
called some of the commission’s 
members and several of its legal 
staff to a conference, which opened 
at 7:30 o’clock Monday night and 
continued three and a half hours. 
The proceedings were secret, but it 
was learned there was vehement 
debate pro and con. At 11:30 p. m. 
the commission issued its first pub- 
lic news release in the case. 

Action Delayed. 

It disclosed first, that the United 
States Lines had made application 
on Oct. 31, and then, instead of

Hull told him that the more 
he had learned of the facts of the 
proposed transaction, the less fa- 
vorably he had been impressed. The 
secretary said he had come to the 
conclusion that the transfer did not 
uphold the integrity of the Neutral- 
ity Act, and that he was unalter- 
ably opposed to the measure. 
Shortly afterwards, Secretary 
Hull revéaled his change of position 
at Tuesday’s press conference, indi- 
cating that the proposed action was 
contrary to the spirit, if not the 
letter, of the Neutrality Act, and 
that he was anxious to preserve 
the absolute integrity of -every 
phase of the new legislation. He 
deciared that no actual sale of 
the vessels was contemplated, which 
placed the transaction in a differ- 
ent category from a recent au- 
thentic sale of 14 ships to Brazil 
by the Moore-McCormack Line, 


Roosevelt Takes Hand. 

Just after Hull had finished, 
President Roosevelt, who had not 
been informed of the secretary’s 
stand, disclosed to a press confer- 
ence at Hyde Park that he had 
ordered the transfer of the United 
States Lines’ vessels held up pend- 
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ing an investigation as to their im- 
portance to national defense. 

He indicated that the arrange- 
ment had merely been delayed, and 
that he expected the commission 
ultimately to consent to the trans- 
action. 


Later, after he was apprised of 
the secretary's statement, Mr. 
Roosevelt declaréd there was no 
question concerning the legality of 
the transfer under the Neutrality 
Act, since the country’s ‘neutral 
status did not alter the right of its 
citizens to sell or traasfer title of 
property to a neutral national. But 
he directed the Maritime Commis- 
sion to prepare a report on the en- 
tire proceedings and have it ready 
when he returned to Washington 
yesterday morning.

countenanced by a publisher who 
desires to preserve the integrity of 
his news columns.” 
“Shifted Its Attack.” 

After this argument was reject- 
ed by the Supreme Court in 1937, 
the account proceeds, the A. N. P. 
A. “shifted its attack to the union’s 
demand for a guild shop, on the 
ground that such a restriction on 
a publisher’s control of his editorial 
room endangered the freedom of 
the press.” 

In June, 1937, it is related, rep- 
resentatives of 11 publishers’ as- 
sociations met in Chicago to dis- 
cuss the closed shop.: “Under the 
leadership of A: N. P. A. officers,” 
the report states, “they declared 
‘unalterable opposition to the closed 
guild shop or any other form of 
closed shop for those who prepare 
and edit news copy and pictures 
for newspapers, and expressed 
their ‘determination not to enter 
into any agreement upon such ba- 
sis.’ The convention formed a per- 
manent committee, headed by the 
president of the A. N. P. A. and 
with its general manager as sec-| 
retary.” | 

A month after this committee) 
was formed, it is charged by the! 
Guild Reporter, organ of the union, | 
there appeared a large number of | 
magazine articles and  bulletins| 
“condemning the Guild’s  policy,) 
caluminating its leadership and de-, 
nouncing it as undemocratically | 
governed.” Discharges of Guild) 
members during July and August, | 
1937, are declared to have been “a 
direct result of the publishers’ con- 
vention.” According to the com- 
mittee’s 1938 report, only two guild 
shop contracts have been signed 
since the convention by A. N. P. A. 
members. 

Few Guild Shops. 

In most instances, the Labor’! 
Board declared, the guild shop has 
been found impossible of attain- 
ment, though there has been lit- 
tle difficulty in obtaining the 5-day, 
40-hour week. Also, there has not 
been much opposition from publish- 
ers to such provisions as overtime, 
paid vacations, sick leave and se- 
verance pay. 

Out of 75 daily newspapers cov- 
ered by American Newspaper Guild 
contracts, only 18, or 24 per cent, 
have a guild shop. For the standard 
day, overtime pay and Stomtenal} 
indemnity pay the percentages are 
respectively. 82.7, 96 and 92. 

Commenting on the Guild Report- | 
ers allegation that the A. N. P. A. 
is “one of the major obstacles to 
the organization of editorial staffs,” 
the Labor Board's report asserts: 

“It is clear that the A. N. P. A. 
in behalf of its members, has played 
and continues to play an active 
role in the determination of labor 
relations, and is, therefore, a force 
with which the unions in the in- 
dustry must reckon. 

“It is certain that the bargain- 
ing position of a publisher has 
been greatly enhanced by virtue of 
his membership in the A. N. P. A.

St. Louis Group Asks State 
Commission to Give Reasons 
for Action. 


A request that the State Social 
Security Commission make public 
the reasons why it fired John K. 
Rowland, its secretary-administrat- 


the Social Planning Council of St. 
Louis. 

“The council is convinced,” a 
statement issued by it said, “that! 
the circumstances which, in the | 


judgment of the commission, made 
necessary the removal of Mr. Row- 
land are of immediate concern to 
the community and that the com- 
munity has the right to be apprised 
of the nature of these circum- 
stances. 

“This is in keeping with the 
democratic character of our public 
institutions and the Social Planning 
Council is accordingly taking what- 
ever steps appear possible to secure 
this information.” 

The statement was signed by Dr. 
Llewellyn Sale, chairman of the 
council, and Dean Sidney E. Sweet, 
chairman of its social action de- 
partment. 

“Lack of Ability.” 

Rowland, who had been in charge 
of the St. Louis office since April, 
1938, was dismissed Wednesday. 
Nick T. Cave of Columbia, chair- 
man of the State Commission, said 
the dismissal was due to Row- 
land’s “lack of executive. ability” 
and that Rowland “was not organ- 
izing and getting out of the office 
what we thought he should.” 

The Social Planning Council stat- 
ed that “so far as we have infor- 
mation the work of the St. Louis 
Social Security office under the 
administration of Mr. Rowland has 
been carried out as smoothly and 
efficiently as could be expected un- 
der the limitations that existed.”

British Chief of Staff 
Democratic, List- 
ens to Complaints 
of Soldiers.

N the British army the names 
|< the highest ranking officers 

show a tendency to be snappy, 
brief, monosyllabic. In the World 
War, it was first French, then 
Haig. Now it is Gort, 

If one looks behind the brief 
last name of Britain’s present 
Chief-of-Staff, however, syllables 
rush out in massed formation. His 
full name is John Standish Sur- 
tees Prendergast Vereker, Sixth 
Viscount Gort. But he flatly re- 
fuses to let that maxe him pomp- 
ous. 

Viscount Gort is entirely devoid 
of “side.” His comings and go- 
ings are attended with no ruffle of 
drums, no impressive military cere- 
monial. He goes to the front lines, 
asks private soldiers whether they 
are satisfactorily fed and sheltered, 
and listens attentively ‘to | their 
answers. 


As he wears the simplest sort of 
uniform, many officers and non- 
coms and privates do not find out 
his identity until after his chauf- 
feur has whisked him away to 
some other part of the’ line. In 
fact, one callow second lieutenant 
the other day pushed ahead of him 
through a doorway—he was in a 
hurry and Viscount Gort did not 
look the least bit important. Kind 
friends lost no time in telling that 
second lieutenant what he had done. 
He almost collapsed—probably ex- 
pected to be shot at sunrise. 
Nothing came of it. The Viscount 
did not seem to give the matter a 
thought. 


Winner of Victoria Cross. 


In the World War, he won the 
Victoria cross, the highest honor 
that can be conferred on a Brit- 
ish officer. It is awarded ‘only 
for extreme brave conduct in the 
field. Viscount Gort was the only 
peer in the World War who got it. 
He also got three wounds in the 
course of his service’ between 
1914 and 1918. He was with the 
“Old Contemptibles,” Britain’s 
famous expeditionary force of 1914. 

After the return of peace he was 
instructor at the British staff col- 
lege. In 1926 he became a Colonel. 
Then he was sent to Shanghai and 
later to India, where he was pro- 
moted to be a Brigadier-General. 
After that his rise was rapid. By 
1935 he was a Major-General, then, 
after an interlude as commandant 
of the staff college at Camberley, 
he attained his present post. At 
53 he is the youngest Chief-of- 
Staff in Europe. 

Under Gort the democratization 
of the British army, which has 
been proceeding steadily, will 
doubtless contizue at an acceler- 
ated pace, for the Viscount has no 
patience with useless red tape and 
wants no unnecessary gulf between 
officers and men. He feels that 
way despite the fact that he is a 
typical English aristocrat, a regular 
run-of-the-mill product of the old 
British military tradition. 

As he went to Harrow and then 
to Sandhurst, one might justifiably 
visualize him as aloof and super- 
cilious and unapproachable. He is 
nothing of the sort. 


Frank and Cordial Manner. 


A few days ago correspondents 
with the British army, who were 
taken in to talk with him, com- 
mented with much gratification on 
his frankness and _  cordiality. 
While not under-estimating the 
military qualities of the German 
forces confronting him, he cheer- 
fully told his visitors that he ex- 
pected to beat them. The corres- 
pondents left with a strong feeling 
that in putting Viscount Gort at 
the head of her army, Britain had 


picked the right man for the right 
lace. 


Gort is of medium height. He 
bas the ruddy coloring of an En- 
glish country squire, Those who:

LONDON, Nov. 10. 
ITH the war that started like 
W. slow fuse now entering its 
two most critical weeks to 
date, it can be stated definitely that 
neither the British Government nor 
Parliament nor the overwhelming 
mass of the British people are pre- 
pared to accept any makeshift truce 
which would leave the Nazi hier- 
archy uncurbed and legitimize Adolf 
Hitler’s conquests. In this respect 
the Belgian-Dutch peace appeal has 
already been killed by Hitler’s Mu- 
nich speech . 
But what is important to realize 
is the fact that Great Britain’s Cab- 
inet members and the commanders. 
of its army, navy and air forces 
are now girding themselves for the 
rudest blows which Nazi militar- 
ism may be capable of unleashing 
and that they-are most‘unlikely to 
be surprised by whatever desperate 
offensives Germany may attempt 
throughout the rest of this month. 
Unflinching Caim. 
As a result of reports from the 
Continent, some of the  best-in- 
formed authorities here are meas- 
uring fully the possibilities—some 
might be inclined to say the proba- 
bilities—of the Nazis smashing 
loose with their first major efforts 
in the West before very long. They 
do not discount unprecedented air 
raids against England proper, a 
Nazi invasion of Holland and Bel- 
gium or even, perhaps,a synchro- 
nized douhje offensive on these lines. 
Such conceivable developments, 
however, are faced here with un- 
flinching calm and, it might be 
added, by the members of the Gov- 
ernment with a supreme _  confi- 
dence in the unshaken morale of 
the British people. 
Of course, if the German armies 


gets for bombers, Field Mar- 

shal Goering told reporters this 
week, and besides, they give the 
aviators good practice. When they 
pressed him as to why the full 
force of the German air strength 
had not been launched against En- 
giand’s shore _ establishments, he 
countered with “we are humane.” 

The reporters laughed. It was 
the first time that the Nazis, had 
been accused of being too soft- 
hearted to take any step that would 
carry a contest to the conclusion 
they desired to give it. 

But the question thus turned-off 
with a joke remains, to many, a 
good deal of a mystery. What has 
happened to the massed plane at- 
tacks that were so freely pre- 
dicted before the war began? 
Looking at the map such at- 
tacks would seem to be the most 
obvious method of German offense. 
As far as the air war goes, Ger- 
many is much nearer England than 
the latter country is to Germany. 


Islands as Nazi Bases. 


The North Sea shore of Germany 
is lined with the Frisian Islands 
and sand dunes—low, barren ex- 
panses where it is easy to set up 
hangars and flying fields. They 
constitute a series of advanced 
bases for aerial attack against the 
British Isles. Planes could be flown 
to these islands and beaches from 
the bigger inland air fields, load up 
there with gasoline and bombs, and 
take off for the flight to England. 
The English cities and harbors 
are nearly all within the 600-mile 
radius which is considered the best 
operating distance for heavy bomb- 
ers. The German cities, industrial 
and munitions centers, on the other 
hand, are nearly all considerably 
inland. They are more than 600 
miles from the British. air fields, 
It is thus far more difficult for 
British planes to bomb German 


ish plane attacks must use France 
as an advanced base, and fly over 
lines of defenses. 


Moerover, at the beginning of the 
war, the German bomber squadrons 
were known to heavily outnumber 
the British. That is, all the con- 
dithns seemed to indicate a _ vio- 
lent German air offensive against 
the British Isles. Nothing of the 
kind has happened. 


Waiting on Data? 


Five weeks ago Hitler announced 
a terrifying “peace or destruction” 
offensive. Three weeks ago Goeb- 
bels announced it again. Wednes- 
day in the Munich beer hall Hitler 
announced it for a_ third time, 
What are they waiting for? 


Partly, no doubt, they are wait- 
ing for information—to get the re- 
sults of the minor experimental 
raids that have been carried on 
across the- North Sea. No nation 
makes such a fetish of placing war 
ona scientific basis as the Ger- 
mans. It is at once their strength 
and their weakness. They lost their 
greatest chance of the World War 
in not engaging the British fleet 
in battle during the winter of 1914 
because mathematical calculations 
did not make victory certain. They 
crushed the Russian armies that 
same fall because mathematical 
calculations showed them how to 
do it. 


If the Nazis have delayed mak- 
ing massed plane raids on England, 
then it is at least partly because 
data have been lacking from which 
to calculate exactly the amount of 
damage such raids will accomplish. 
The experimental flights against 
the British fleet so far are evi- 
dently intended to supply them 
with this information. We can be 
certain that the German military 
mathematicians will spend the win-

Yet we have heard of no 
move on the part of the State Bar Advisory Com- 
mittee to remove from the rolls a lawyer who has 
just, suffered supreme social ostracism at the hands 
of his fellows.

This committee was set up by the Supreme Court 
of Missouri to uphold the honor of the Missouri bar 
| by filing disbarment actions against lawyers who are 
unfit to practice. The Supreme Court's action fol- 
lowed many years of experience with unethical and 
crooked lawyers, and was taken solemnly and delib- 
erately to prevent scandals involving the legal pro- 
fession. 

But the committee is failing to perform its duty. 
It may say, about the McCormack case, that while 
this man is a lawyer, he has earned his livelihood 
as an insurance agent and that his presence on the 
rolls of Missouri lawyers is purely nominal. What- 
ever excuses it may have for not taking action in 
the McCormack case, as even a men’s club has done, 
it has no excuse for inaction in other cases of even 
greater importance to the honor of the bar, 

What, for example, has happened to the case of 
Louis N. Wolf, Joplin attorney, charged by the bar 
committee on Dec. 27, 1937, with professional mis- 
conduct in soliciting personal injury damage claims 
among lead miners and in other matters? What is 
delaying the consummation of this case? 

At least, in the Wolf case, the bar committee did 
act and the long delay might have its justification 
in the difficulties of legal procedure. But how can 
the committee justify its blank silence and complete 
inaction in one of the most conspicuous cases of pro- 
fessional unworthiness ever on record in Missouri? 
We refer to the case of Prosecuting Attorney Graves 
of Kansas City, who continues to hold his good stand- 
ing as a member of the bar after the most serious 
charges have been made against him. 

No public official ever received a more blistering 
condemnation from the hands of a Governor than 
Graves did from Gov. Stark who, in demanding that 
| Attorney-General McKittrick seek his ouster from 
| office, said: “Prosecutor Graves’ continuous failure 
to prosecute ghastly felonies justifies his immediate 
removal from office.” The evidence upon which the 
Governor based that statement is, of course, moun- 
tainous and damning. 

The men who put Graves in office—Pendergast and 
Carollo—are in Leavenworth, but Graves, except for 
‘an ouster proceeding against him which is winding 
|its weary way in court, goes untouched. Yet it was 
Graves who did the dirty work of Pendergast and 
Carollo, protecting, by failure to prosecute or by dila- 
tory tactics, the murderers and thieves and gamblers 
_and cadets and election law violators who were mem- 
| bers of the Pendergast machine. 
| If ever a man has demonstrated his unfitness to 
hold a license to practice law, it is Graves, yet the 
bar committee sits inert and silent. If the bar com- 
mittee is to be concerned only with the occasional dis- 
barment of a fourth-rate shyster, without friends, in- 
fluence or money, it had better give up the ghost, for 
_the real test of its vigilance is in cases like that of 
| Graves. Over a year ago, a formal, detailed complaint 
| against Graves was filed with the State Bar Commit- 
tee by citizens of Kansas City.

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DEATH’S HOLIDAY IS ENDED. 

St. Louis is distressed by the increasing number 
of its traffic fatalities. 

There must be some explanation for this reversion 
from the experience of last year, with its record 
of comparative safety. which attracted national at- 
tention, to the former gruesome figures. ‘The ex- 
planation is, of course, obvious. 

There was official vigilance last year. The 30-mile 
speed limit was proclaimed. It was posted at frequent 
intervals on the streets. A public co-operation was 
evoked. True, the speedster was obnoxiously present. 
But the motorcycle traffic officer was actively on the 
job. A period of rigorous enforcement brought about a 
condition of genuine observance, 

That spasmodic flare-up of virtue has subsided. 
Blurred remnants of the 30-mile injunctions may oc- 
casionally be discerned. Mostly, such notices have 
been obliterated. A driver crawling at 30 miles now 
watches the procession sweep past him. Olive street, 
in the morning rush hour, sees 4@ as the prevailing 
pace, with now and then the spurt of a 50-miler. 

No doubt about it, St. Louis is driving fast again, 
accidents are multiplying and men, women and chil- 
dren are being killed. There is no complete solution. 
But lives can be saved. The toll can be reduced. It 
has been. It can be again. |

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THE UTOPIAN RACKET. 

California has again rejected the Thirty-Dollar 
Thursday folly, more decisively, too, than the vote 
of a year ago, but the ham-and-eggs command re- 
fuses to be discouraged. From headquarters comes 
the announcement that they will be in the field 
again, and this decision is not to be dismissed as an 
empty threat. For this “shortcut to Utopia,” as Mr. 
Roosevelt dubbed it, has become a classy racket. 

The campaign just ended, like that of a year ago, 
was financed largely by the prospective beneficiaries 
of the largess. They are old, and mostly poor, and 
their eontributions trickled in by way of pennies 
guardedly treasured against the needs of daily bread. 
As the Scottish bard put it, “many a mickle makes 
a muckle,” a truth the racketeers alertly seize. 

It is as heartless a graft, perhaps, as the calendar 
of the unscrupulous reveals, but as long as the in- 
itiative law can be perverted to such rapacious service, 
there seems to be nothing much to do about it. What 
Ohio’s reaction will be remains to be seen. The pro- 
moter of that affluent dispensation, the Rev. Herbert 
Bigelow, is credited with sincerity, and if .non- 
allergic to vagaries, has items of real accomplishment 
in his portfolio. But California, seemingly, is doomed 
to an annual visitation until safeguards, restrictions 
and requirements rescue the initiative from Utopia’s 
hard-boiled camorra.

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LOVE CONQUERS ALL—OR DOES IT? 

Now, indeed, is come the CIO’s winter of discon- 
tent. Wives of striking Chrysler Corporation workers 
are being urged to deny their husbands their lips 
until the men go back to the assembly line. “No 
work, no kiss” is the slogan with which the Detroit 
women are being rallied by Mrs. Clara Schindler, who, 
as it happens, has no husband among the strikers. 

Back-to-work movements are no novelty, but here 
is something new in the strategy of labor strife. Here 
is something that should bring John Lewis and R. J. 
Thomas and Richard Frankensteen and the other 
captains and generals of the CIO host into a hurried 
council of war, They may believe that they learned 
long ago how to deal with provocateurs and goons, 
but what do these men’s men know about combating 
the ladies? 

Of course, the idea is not exactly brand new. Back 
in 411 B. C., Aristophanes wrote a naughty—but im- 
mensely amusing—comedy, called “The Lysistrata,” 
in which he suggested a love strike to the Athenian 
matrons as a way of ending the interminable Revolu- 
tion of the Four Hundred. The good women, if we 
correctly recall our Gilbert Murray, betook themselves 
to the Athenian citadel, to come down only when their 
husbands returned from the wars.

fight the war; it is the ordinary people of 

each country. And in a war waged on a 
vast scale, it is their quality that will count 
more than any amount of material prepara- 
tion and political ingenuity. Whatever the 
Germans do—and nobody can possibly un- 
derestimate their magnificent military estab- 
lishment—they will, I firmly believe, lose this 
war. And they will lose it simply because 
the human material on the other side is 
more durable, is solider and better stuff. 

If the German gets enough pleasure from 
flag-waving to make him forget the long 
hours, bad pay and insufficient food—then 
his nerves and emotions have run away with 
his head, and his value as human material, 
in the long run, is diminished. But I do not 
believe that the run-of-the-mill German citi- 
zen is a Nazi or can be so easly chloroformed 
by Nazi technique. 

Just now, facing a great war which the 
Nazi propaganda machine says was forced 
on Germany, the ordinary German will stifle 
his misgivings. He will fight. He is a good 
man, a patriot, a sturdy-fibered fellow who 
will always fight for Germany when he be- 
lieves it necessary. But-his intelligence is 
not all washed away, and when he gets 
shock after shock from the revelations of 
the war, I do not think he will be the first- 
class soldier that he was, say, on Sept. 1. 

He is a pretty good fellow, this ordinary 
German citizen. If you had to choose some- 
body to be with you when you are in a diffi- 
cult spot, he would be a very good choice. 
He is courageous and stolid; he endures 
hardship well; and he is capable in all sorts 
of physical ways—with his hands and feet, 
I mean, and not only with his head. 

But within this German character, with 
all its admirable qualities, there is one trait 
which is fatal to the rest. This people is 
lacking in political sense. It is politically 
naive at best; politically stupid and gullible 
at worst, Their leaders are well aware of 
the fact, aml yield to the temptation to be 
too clever, too masterful, 


Ie is not the agitators and “leaders” who 
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Inordinate gullibility, which has been a 
German characteristic for centuries, can 
turn into fury when the full extent of the 
deception becomes clear. 

When Germans discover that the Nazi party 
machine is fabricating news for them, they 
will turn against the handful of fanatics 
who control their destinies now, and the 
story of Germany's fate will (in war or 
peace) take a different turn. But that is 
looking rather far ahead, 

As to the Englishmen (and Scots and 
Welshmen) who will go to the front in this

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long war. But he is a man who likes to do 
things properly, in good order, according to 
the best traditions and without too much 
fuss. And he insists on bringing his good 
humor, his sense of humor, into everything, 
even to the doors of death. 

This is a man who will last out the war, 
and I do not feel sure that anybody else 
can do it so well. His is the kind of nerve 
that does not show much on the surface, 
but is as tough and enduring as steel. 

The French also can endure, as they have 
shown innumerable times in their history, 
and particularly in 1914-18. But the French 
people on the whole are approaching a kind 
of psychological exhaustion on this question 
of war and peace. In the lifetime of many 
men now living, they have had to fight Ger- 
many three times, and two of those times 
they were invaded and had to fight on their 
own soil. : 

. « . 

Most Frenchmen of my acquaintance are 
desperately tired of living either in war or 
the threat of war, of paying mountainous 
taxes due to past or future wars, and of sup- 
porting politicians who do not seem able to 
prevent the recurrence of such disasters. A 
French workman has simple but definite de- 
sires: orderly and regular employment, sat- 
isfactory food and a chance to save some 
money. In peacetime, he is fond of political 
theory, all with a strongly economic bias, 
and both Socialism and Communism have 
had far greater influence on the French 
working class than on any other in Western 
Europe. ; 

The ordinary Frenchman, in fact, every 
Frenchman, ia at least a trained soldier. He 
knows the ropes. He has done military serv- 
ice at some time or other. And I should 
say that he was more impatient with Hitler, 
in the past two_years, than the ordinary 
Englishman. 

The French soldier, the keenest and brav- 
est in the world, is slangy and tongh and 
rather cynical, but thoroughly aware of the 
forces that are now at work upon the his- 
tory of Europe. 

The only doubt I have, and it is not a 
strong one, is upon the ability of this man 
to endure for a very long time under the 
terrible hardships and dangers of a war on 
such a scale. He has done it before and 
may do it again; but his will to endure has 
been—perhaps—a little sapped by the awful 
frequency with which these catastrophes de- 
scend upon him. Even so, he will endure, I 
think, longer than the German.

The position of Barton in rela- 
tion to Dewey is somewhat analog- 
ous to that of Governor Bricker of; 
Ohio in relation to Senator Taft. 
If Taft falters in the nominating 
convention, the Ohio delegates will 
swing to Bricker. In the New 
York picture, as it appears today to 
Republicans familiar with the al- 
liances and feuds of that State, 
Dewey is well up in the foreground, 
but he will not have a set of dele- 
gates pledged to go down with the 
Dewey flag flying. He will have 
perhaps 80 to 90 per cent of the 
New York delegates at the start. 
The man to whom New York will 
turn, if and when the District At- 
torney appears unable to make the 
grade, is Congressman Barton. 
Controlling the delegation, in all 
probability, will be the National 
Committeeman, Kenneth Simpson. 
A truce has been patched up be 
tween him and Dewey, but there is 
no love lost between them. Barton 
and Simpson, on the contrary, are 
good friends who lose no oppor- 
tunity to speak well of each other. 


All these circumstances make the 
author of “The Man Nobody 
Knows,” representative for the last 
two years of the silk-stocking Sev- 
enteenth District of New York; a 
man to watch. There is also the 
important circumstance that Dew- 
ey, apart from his racket-busting 
activities, remains a man of mys- 
tery. He has yet to make known 
his views on national issues, and 
the time remaining to him, if he 
is to sell himself to the rank and 
file of the party as its white hope 
for 1940, grows short.

Weather a Big Factor. 


The lack of data is only half the 
story. The weather supplies a far 
better and more important reason 
why no heavy bombing raids have 
been attempted. The war began in 
September. It was well toward the 
end of that month before Hitler got 
his hands free of Poland and could 
turn his air force toward the West. 
It was exactly at this same time of 
year—late September, October and 
early November—that the Ameri- 
can army undertook its Meuse-Ar- 
g0onne offensive 21 years ago. Out 
of the 47 days of that offensive 
there were only 21 that afforded 
good flying weather, and not more 
than two of those 21 days came to- 
gether. 

The fall and winter weather of 
northern Europe is persistently 
rainy with mist and low clouds, un- 
favorable to air operations. 

The first essential for a big air 
attack is a succession of clear 
days. The offensive must be 
planned ahead of time. The planes 
must take off from a number of 
fields and meet in the air, and 
these steps must be performed pre- 
cisely on schedule at a number of 
fields. If the weather is thick 
it is impossible to assemble a big 
force in the air. There is serious 
danger of collisions, and still more 
serious danger of the forces alto- 
gether missing each other. 

If the planes cannot assemble 
they are forced to fly in small 
groups and deliver just the type of 
partial and sporadic raids which 
we have seen. 

Persistence Essential. 

A second, and perhaps more im- 
portant requirement of mass aerial 
attack ig that it be persistent. It 
was discovered in Ethiopia, China, 
Spain, Mongolia, and even as far 
back as World War days that one 
bombing raid, however prodigious, 
produced a relatively limited ef- 
fect. Breakdowns come only when 
the raids are persistent, when they 
are delivered day after day. If 
there is a two or three-day halt 
in operations, the defenders have 
time to repair damages, to revise 
their defenses. 

Persistent bombing attacks are 
not possible in the weather of a 
northern European winter; which 
is to say that any bombings the 
Nazis do at present will gain only 
the minimum effect. It is not sur- 
prising, therefore, that the mathe- 
matically-minded Germans have

cowboy hats. They weren't fight- 
ing troops, and most of them had 
never fired a shot before. They 
were short of ammunition for thair 
American rifles, so we gave them 
British rifles and ammunition to 
use when the American stuff gave 
out. They were dug in on this 
ridge and Germans were eoming 
from over there. It looked almost 
as it does today. 


“Below us lay a pleasant valley, 
covered with red and green and 
brown sugar beet fields, and beyond 
that rose another ridge running 
from east to west. At our feet was 
the village of Hamel, rebuilt since 
the war. When they attacked the 
American-British force holding the 
way to Amiens the Germans came 
from the east, along the ridge on 
which we stood. 


American Officer Killed. 


“The trenches were full of wound- 
ed when we arrived and the only 
American officer there was killed 
a short time later. At 6 o'clock the 
next morning the Germans started 


a terrific barrage with six-inch guns 


preserved | — 


and blasted our trenches with mor- 
tars. The first attack started about 
9 o'clock and they came over in 
droves. We plastered them with 
rifle fire and machine guns. I saw 
four fellows over there, just where 
you see that pile of beets, and 
picked them off one by one with a 


rifle. All over that field there, there 


were little bunches of fellows in 
gray, all stone dead. 

“They kept it up all day, attack- 
ing in force. We were all dog-tired 
—I hadn't had my boots off in 19 
days—and we were finished by the 
end of the day. If they had made 
another attack it would have been 
all over, but they didn’t, There 
were six attacks in all.” 


Benefit From Stupidity. 


While the Americans and British 
were plugging the route to Amiens 
strange things were happening. 
A spy dressed like a British briga- 
dier drove up to the Eleventh Hus- 
sars from the rear, got hold of a 
particularly stupid young officer 
and asked him whether the Briti- 
ish troops in the Nne were fresh. 


The young officer, through sheer 
stupidity, told him that they were. 
That may have prevented a sev- 
enth and successful attack. 

Capt. H—— and some other Brit- 
ish officers took advantage of 
darkness to ride into a nearby 
village of Asilly-Laurette, where 
they surprised a German staff of- 
ficer and his orderly. On the body 
of the German officer, who had 
been duly killed, they found a 
complete list of German spies in 
France. They also found a map 
showing the position of the British 
second line, which they had not 
known to exist and of which they 
were pleased to know the location. 
When they finally got there they 
found a trench one foot deep. 

The Germans did not know that 
the line was one foot deep, and 
there again may be one answer to 
the fact that the Germans did not 
attack again, that the route to 
Amiens was held, that the French 
and British armies were not cut 
off and that the Germans did not 
win the war. Lack of knowledge 
by the enemy and sheer heroism 
by an outnumbered force on the 
defensive probably won the last 
war. It may win this one, teo, 


HUNGARY TO BUILD DEFENSES 
ALONG FRONTIER WITH RUSSIA 


Announcement Coincides With Ar- 
rival of Italian General 
in Budapest. 

BUDAPEST, Nov. 10 (AP).—War 
Minister Charles Bartha told the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday that 
Hungary had started construction 
of fortifications along its new fron- 
tier with Soviet Russia. 

(Territory acquired by Russia in 
the partition of Poland gave the 
Soviet a common frontier with 
Hungary for approximately 100 
miles southeast from the San River 
to the Rumanian border.) 

“We now have a common frontier 
with the Soviets,” deputies quoted 
Bartha as saying, “it is now neces- 
sary to build fortifications. These 
have started on a small scale but 
will be built up completely in the 
spring.” 

Bartha’s announcement coincided 
with the arrival of the Italian Gen- 
eral, Enrico Ricardi, in Budapest.

Explosives Set Off by Wires 
and Can't Be Fired by 
_ Impact of Ships. 


FORTRESS MONROE, Va., Nov. 
10 (AP) —The army is laying sub 
marine mines along the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts. Each contains 
200 pounds of TNT and can be 
fired electrically from an observa- 
tion point miles away. 

The mines are harmiess for any 
Ametican or neutral ship, even if it 
struck them directly, as they do 
not explode on impact. 

But the network, officials con- 
tend, would be fatal for any enemy 
battleship or submarine attempting 
to invade a harbor or the channels 
of coastal waterways. 

Each mine in strings of 19, 
placed at strategic points in har- 
bor entrances, is wired directly to 
a shore control point. The mines 
are attached to anchors 100 feet 
apart and lie about 30 feet below 
the surface. 

The mine defense crew of any 
harbor knows the exact location of 
every row of mines and can check 
just as precisely the position of a 
ship as it moves toward any row. 
By triangulation, which is simply 
observing from three points and 
plotting the intersecting lines, the 
course of the ship can be traced. 
Officers say they can predict with- 
in a few seconds when’ the ship 
will pass over a certain mine. 
Then a button is pushed to fire 
the mine. Since a battleship is 
from 90 to 100 feet wide and extends 
about 30 feet below the surface, the 
200 pounds of TNT going off next 
to its hull would cave it in.

ee 

Henderson contended there 
should be “more competition in the 
stee] industry.” 

“I can't see how you can have 
more competition in the steel indus- 
try without ruining it,” Weir re- 
plied quickly. “In recent years the 
industry has operated at a loss of 
$2,000,000 to its stockholders. 
Someone has to pay it. That’s fact 
and not theory.” 

Representative Williams (Dem.), 
Missouri, asked Weir how it was 
that Natoinal Steel made a profit in 
1988 when United States Steel and 
the industry showed a loss. 

“I think it’s a little easier for 
a corporation of our size to make 
g profit than for one of the size 
and ramifications of United States 
Steel,” Weir replied.

ICKES INDORSES 


(OIL CONSERVATION 
STANDARDS BILL 


Tells House Committee 
Proposed VU. S. Law 
Would Support States in 
Control of Waste. | 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Interior Ickes, as- 
serting that State oil authorities 
were not doing a complete job of 
preventing waste, asked the House 
Oil Committee today to approve 


legislation to create Federal stand- 
ards of oil conservation. 
“I must stress the need for legis- 


‘lation which will assure adequate 


protection against avoidable waste 
of the oil resources of our nation,” 
Ickes. said. 

He took notice of the long-stand- 
ing controversy over whether regu- 
lation should be Federal or State 
and said that in case of a disagree- 
ment between the Government and 
a State over questions of waste, the 
Federal authority should prevail. 

“The purpose of the bill is not to 
supplant State authority with Fed- 
era] authority,” he testified, “If the 
matter should reach a point where 
determination were necessary, it is 
the intent of this bill that the Fed- 
eral authority would prevail.” 

On Law’s Application. 

He expressed the opinion that 
such instances would be infrequent 
and that the bill would affect most- 
ly fields where State regulations 
had not been applied. 

“Those of us in State and Fed- 
eral offices who have been together 
for years in administering our re- 
spective laws for oil and gas con- 
servation know that we ere work- 
ing together in a common cause.” 

After summarizing and reviewing 
oil legislation, Ickes testified that 
the mere enactment of State con- 
servation laws did not “assure the 
prevention of waste.” 

“T favor strongly,” he added, “the 
continuance of oil and gas conser- 
vation laws in the states which 
have enacted them and their adop- 
tion by the states which do not 
have them, It would be a serious 
mistake even to suggest that they 
be set aside, with the complete loss 
of all which has been accomplished 
during the past few years.” 

Definition of Aim. 

“The bill is designed to encour- 
age and assist the states in the pre- 
vention of waste, not to restrict 
or limit their action in this accom- 
plishment,” he said. “The regula- 
tory provisions of the bill would 
apply only where investigation 
proved as a fact that there’ was 
waste, as defined in the bill. The 
bill would apply to all oil fields 
in the United States, and, in my 
opinion, the need for its enact- 
ment would be no less urgent than 
it is now if all of the states which 
do not have oil and gas conserva- 
tion laws should enact them.” 

He said that the measure would 
not authorize the Federal Govern- 
ment to limit, on the basis of de- 
mand, the oil production of the 
United States or of any State, field 
or well.

The long-neglected Missouri-Ili- 
nois Railroad, now thriving from 
shipments of Illinois oil, began ar- 
rangements for making two more 
overdue interest payments on its 
first mortgage bonds after District

Twins 


AN, or I suppose I should say 
woman, is one of the few ani- 
mals that ordinarily and habit- 
ually have a litter of one. But this 
rule is sometimes bent and occa- 
sionally smashed to bits, 


A young friend of mine, who had 
just completed his medical educa- 
tion and graduated from two. years 
in a hospital, decided to settle in a 
small town in Kansas. He landed 
there at 8 p. m. of a hot July night 
and went to the home of his sister. 
A man was waiting for him on the 
porch. Waiting is sort of a weak 
word to describe his condition be- 
cause he was about to become a 
father. My young doctor friend ac- 
companied him home and had his 
first experience as a full-fledged 
doctor. This first patient bore a set 
of twins—the first he had ever seen; 
and I_am happy to state that he 
acquitted himself beautifully, sav- 
ing all four persons involved! 


There has come to my desk a 
most portentous monograph on 
the number of twins they have had 
at Johns Hopkins Hospital in the 40 
years of its existence. The total 
number of twin deliveries was 521 
—one out of every 80 deliveries. 


The age of the mothers was, on 
the average, between 20 and 25. 


The ‘diagnosis of the possibility 
of twins was mi in a third of 
the cases. So if that happens at so 
ultra a place as Johns Hopkins, 
don’t blame your neighborhood doc- 
tor if he springs a little surprise 
on you. 

The chances of making the diag- 
nosis are better if one twin weighs 
more than the other. I don’t know 
why, but statistics show that. 
Twins usually weigh a little less 
than single babies, naturally. Usu- 
ally one twin is heavier, and in a 
large series the heavy twin weighed 
seven and one-half pounds, which 
is not very far off the average. 

The prospective mother is in a 

little more danger from the ordi- 
nary course of events, such as the 
toxemias of pregnancy, but she gets 
it over sooner. A twin pregnancy 
is two and a half weeks shorter 
than a single one. 
My own experience with twins 
has been quite extensive. In a 
long and brilliant career as an 
obstetrician, I had one case. The 
woman was newly married and 
told me that she wanted, expected 
and was determined to have nine 
children. When I told her that her 
initial effort was twins, her only 
comment was, “one year saved,” 


I find that parents, far from be- 
ing appalled at the advent of 
twins, are delighted. And it must 
be admitted that twins are very 
cute, The father has to take a lit-

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

Mrs. R.: “Please write an article 
on mineral oil, its benefits if any, 
or if it is harmful in any way.” 

Answer: Mineral oil, or liquid 
petrolatum, is classified as a bulk- 
producing catharic. Of the cathar- 
tics there are two varieties—the 
bland and the rough; the. bland, 
mineral oil, agar, tragacanth and 
cellulose; the rough, psyllium seed 
and flax seed. None of them has 
any direct stimulating effect on the 
intestine except as any  non-ab- 
sorbed, bulky substance has such 
an effect. Mineral oil does not be- 
come rancid and it is not absorbed 
in the alimentary tract. It softens 
and increases tHe fecal bulk so that 
expulsion is easier.

The Problem 
Of Children 
Who Quarrel 


Youngster Must Learn Ob- 
ligations of Hospitality at 
Early Date.

Dear Mrs. Post: 


S it possible for neighbors to re- 

main on friendly terms when they 

both have young children who 
quarrel and carry tales? The 
Browns, who live next door, and 
we were the best of friends until 
our children were old enough to 
play in each other’s yards. Several 
weeks ago Amy (my little girl) in- 
vited two other little girls—Barbara 
Brown and Minnie Jones—over to 
play. Barbara slapped Minnie and 
told her to go home from our yard. 
Minnie then ran next door to the 
Browns, laid ‘her coat on the ground 
and filled it like a bundle with sand 
from Barbara’s sand box. Barbara 
then pulled Minnie’s hair until she 
dropped the coat bundle of sand 
and then al] three got into a fight. 
My little Amy took sides with Min- 
nie because she was smaller, The 
sand couldn’t be put back because 
it was all spilled into the grass. 
Now the Browns both refuse to 
speak to me or my husband. I am 
told by other neighbors that they 
consider an apology from us is due. 
We have not apologized as we con- 
sider this to be unnecessary between 
parents.
